Honored  Faculty  Profiles

Tragedy  struck  Japan  on 
Friday,  March  1 1,  as  a  tsunami, 
which  was  caused  by  a  magni¬ 
tude-9  earthquake  the  night  be¬ 
fore,  devastated  the  northeastern 
coast. 

One  of  the  hardest  hit 
areas  was  the  city  of  Sendai,  in 
the  Sendai  Bay.  Agricultural 
fields  nearest  the  ocean  remained 
covered  with  standing  water  a 
week  after  the  tsunami.  Parts  of 
the  ground  level  sank  on  the  east 
coast  during  the  earthquake,  and  it 
is  possible  that  some  areas  could 
remain  this  way. 

As  of  Sunday,  the 
estimated  number  of  deaths  had 
reached  over  eight  thousand. 

Over  twelve  thousand  people  are 
still  missing,  according  to  the 
most  recent  official  count  from 
Japan.  Many  fear  that  the  waves 
pulled  victims  out  to  sea,  similar 
to  the  2004  tsunami  in  the  Indian 
Ocean,  and  that  many  out  them 
will  not  be  found. 

In  addition,  the  tsunami 
crippled  a  nuclear  reactor  at  the 
Fukushima  power  plant.  The 
cooling  systems  that  are  meant 
to  protect  the  plant’s  six  reactors 
from  a  potential  meltdown  were 
knocked  out  by  massive  waves. 
Engineers  have  been  battling  to 
control  rising  temperatures. 

When  asked  about  the 
recent  events,  one  student  said,  “I 
think  it  is  a  horrible  situation,  and 
that  the  nuclear  radiation  dangers 


other  regions  were  affected. 
Senior  psychology  major  Sabrina 
Butts  said,  “The  situation  in  Japan 
is  a  tragedy,  but  I  believe  that 
people  may  be  neglecting  to  look 
at  other  islands  in  the  Pacific  that 
may  have  been  affected  by  the 
tsunami  because  of  the  focus  on 
Japan.” 

Japan  and  other  areas 
affected  by  the  tsunami  will  have 
to  persevere  through  many  chal¬ 
lenges  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

One  can  only  hope  that  the  miss¬ 
ing  victims  will  be  found,  and  that 
families  can  be  restored. 


could  end  up  crippling  a  great 
nation,  which  is  very  sad.”  The 
student  asked  to  remain  anony¬ 
mous. 

The  western  side  of 
Hawaii  felt  some  of  the  effects 
of  the  tsunami  as  well.  Governor 
Neil  Abercrombie  spoke  about 
the  damage,  saying,  “When  you 
see  the  force  of  the  wave  we  got, 
which  of  course  is  nothing  com¬ 
pared  to  what  happened  in  Japan, 


and  when  you  get  out  to  the  bay 
and  realize  a  house  was  literally 
taken  off  its  foundation  and  sailed 
across  the  bay  before  finally  sink¬ 
ing.  .  .it  gives  you  an  idea  of  the 
kind  of  power  that  you’re  dealing 
with  and  the  good  fortune  we 
had.”  He  was  also  thankful  that 
only  property  damage  occurred  in 
Hawaii. 

In  light  of  the  recent 
events,  one  must  wonder  what

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Problems  Persists  in  Libya

Since  1969  Libya,  an 
oil-rich  nation  in  North  Africa, 
has  been  under  the  firm,  if 
sometimes  erratic,  control  of  Col. 
Myammer  Al-Qaddafi.  Recently 
in  2011,  the  unrest  sweeping 
through  much  of  the  Arab  and 
middle  eastern  world  erupted  in 
several  cities  in  Libya.  It  began 
with  a  relatively  organized  core 
of  antigovemment  opponents  in 
Benghazi.  From  there  the  anti 
government  ideology  spread  to 
the  capital  of  Tripoli  with  swift 
and  spontaneous  timing.  Colonel 
Qaddafi  lashed  out  with  a  level  of 
violence  unseen  in  either  of  the 
other  uprisings,  but  an  inchoate 
opposition  cobbled  together 
the  semblance  of  a  transitional 
government,  fielded  a  ragtag  rebel 
army. 

This  rebel  army  has 
portrayed  itself  to  the  West  and 
Libyans  as  an  alternative  to 
Colonel  Qaddafi’s  four  decades 
of  freakish  rule.  Momentum  has 
seemed  to  shift,  however,  and  the 
rebels  face  the  prospect  of  being 
outgunned  and  outnumbered  in 
what  increasingly  looks  like  a 
mismatched  civil  war.  Meanwhile, 
the  politics  of  military 
intervention  from  the  United 
States  to  speed  the  eviction  of 
Colonel  Qaddafi  grows  more 
complicated  by  the  day. 

On  March  11,  Forces 
loyal  to  the  Colonel  advanced 


on  the  strategic  oil  towns  of  Ras 
Lanuf  and  Zawiyah,  a  day  after 
battering  the  rebels  in  a  sustained 
assault  by  land,  air  and  sea.  The 
attack  left  the  rebels  with  no  other 
choice  but  to  retreat,  changing  the 
momentum  in  the  three-week  old 
conflict  and  making  the  situation 
that  much  more  unclear. 

At  least  35  people  were 
reported  dead,  more  than  1 00 
wounded  and  65  missing  in 
Zawiya,  25  miles  west  of  Tripoli. 
The  bold  plans  of  a  westward 
drive  to  Tripoli  by  the  ill- 
equipped  rebel  army  were  dashed 
by  the  superior  Qaddafi  forces, 
which  are  now  retaking  several  of 


the  eastern  oil  cities  that  slipped 
from  the  government’s  control  in 
the  first  days  of  the  uprising. 

Morale  among  the  rebel 
fighters  seemed  to  be  weakening, 
even  as  Agence-France  Presse 
reported  that  the  French  president 
Nicolas  Sarkozy,  had  recognized 
the  opposition  Libyan  National 
Council.  In  response  to  French’s 
stance  the  White  House  has  now 
announced  a  five-point  program 
that  will  ultimately  drive  him 
from  power,  all  stopping  well 
short  of  military  action.

Sometimes 
the  sexes  feel  more  comfortable 
talking  seriously  about  certain 
topics  with  themselves.” 

Both  the  men  and 
women’s  retreat  will  occur  at 
the  same  time  and  place  but 
in  different  areas  of  the  retreat 
center.  The  two  groups  will  come 
together  for  meals. 

This  weekend  away 


will  invite  retreatants  to  consider 
several  real-life  issues  from  a 
variety  of  perspectives.  They  will 
be  invited  to  explore  new  and 
old  prayer  forms  and  with  God’s 
help  to  discover  clarity  within 
themselves  which  will  ideally  lead 
to  better  judgments  and  actions 
within  their  lives  as  they  face  the 
unknowns  of  the  future. 

The  name  of  the 
women’s  retreat  will  be  ‘She 
Breathes.’  Rev.  Marcia  Smith- 
Wood,  director  of  the  Women’s 
Retreat  and  an  adjunct  professor 
of  Art  states,  “  ‘She  Breathes’ 
invites  Saint  Joseph’s  women 
who  might  feel  so  stressed  or 
tired  by  school  and  life  and  so 
far  from  God  that  they  can  barely 
breathe  to  come  away,  to  breathe 
in  the  beauty  of  God’s  creation, 
to  relax,  find  peace  and  joy  and 
wonder;  to  breathe  in  new  images 
of  self  esteem;  to  explore  their 
life  journeys  through  old  and  new 


prayer  forms;  including  other 
small  and  large  group  activities.” 

“The  Men’s  retreat  will 
include  talks  on  self-esteem, 
friendships,  relationships, 
reconciliation,  and  much  more. 
Each  talk  will  include  aspects 
of  Theology,  spirituality  and 
psychology.  There  will  be 
opportuntities  for  small  and  large 
group  discussions,  silence,  and 
recreation.  This  will  certainly 
not  be  boring!”  Father  Scalf 
exclaimed. 

Retreatants  will  depart 
from  the  college  at  2:00  on  Friday 
April  1st  and  return  at  noon  on 
Sunday  April  3rd.

In  my  opinion,  the  editors  of 
the  Observer  must  take  a  good, 
hard  look  at  their  priorities  when 
it  comes  to  the  stories  they  decide 
to  publish.

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Rise  Against  Predict  Endgame

Right  off  the  bat,  from 
the  moment  you  see  the  artwork 
for  the  new  Rise  Against  album. 
Endgame,  the  theme  is  clear  (and, 
unfortunately,  it  is  not  a  concept 
album  based  on  the  Samuel 
Beckett  play  of  the  same  title). 

The  point  is  underscored  when 
one  opens  the  linear  notes  and 
sees  a  moving  quote  from  John 
Steinbeck’s  The  Grapes  of  Wrath. 
This  is  an  album  about  what 
the  band  sees  as  the  decline  and 
death  of  the  American  Dream,  a 
point  made  clear  in  songs  such 
as  "Satellite,”  when  front  man 
Tim  Mcllrath  sings,  “We  are  the 
orphans  of  the  Amerikan  [sic] 
Dream.” 

The  first  track, 

“Architects,”  is  pure  Rise  Against, 
fast,  melodic  hardcore  punk 
that  they  have  perfected  (and 
somewhat  commercialized)  over 
the  last  decade.  This  song  works 
as  a  wonderful  introduction  to  the 
album's  primary  subject  matter, 
with  Mcllrath  asking,  "Do  you 
still  believe  in  all  the  things 


that  you  stood  by  before?”  The 
band  doesn’t  hold  back  on  their 
targets,  directly  challenging  the 
ideology  of  those  who  they  feel 
are  responsible  for  attacking  this 
American  Dream,  and  they  do 
that  no  better  than  on  the  song 
“Disparity  by  Design.”  The  album 
ends  with  the  title  track,  and  the 
song’s  message  is  clear,  if  we 
don’t  do  something  to  stand  up 
for  our  way  of  life,  ideologues 
with  considerable  power  and 
influence  will  gladly  take  it  from 
us  from  right  under  our  noses.  It 
is  clear  that  Endgame  is  Mcllrath 
and  company’s  call  to  arms  in  an 
effort  to  reclaim  the  country  and 
what  it  stands  for. 

Always  a  politically 
charged  band.  Rise  Against  do 
the  best  job  yet  on  this  album 
of  sticking  to  one  concrete  idea 
to  write  about,  namely  how 
excessive  greed,  inequality, 
xenophobia,  war  mongering,  and 
government  corruption  have, 
as  they  see  it,  helped  add  to  the 
decline  of  American  culture 
and  freedom.  Unfortunately, 
musically,  the  album  is  a  bit 
lacking.  By  no  means  was  I 


expecting  anything  terribly 
progressive,  as  the  band  have 
always  been  loyal  to  the  "Rise 
Against”  sound  that  won  over 
fans  to  begin  with.  However, 
unlike  older  songs  such  as 
“Torches,”  “Like  the  Angel,” 
“Give  It  All,”  and  others,  few  of 
these  songs  stand  out  as  being 
really,  really  good  or  special.  I 
guess  that  is  part  of  the  sacrifice 
for  having  a  more  thematically 
cohesive  album  than  their  prior 
releases,  songs  lose  some  of 
their  unique  character  in  order  to 
better  fit  the  scheme  of  the  album. 
Another  interesting  note  is  that 
after  the  massive  popularity  of 
“Swing  Life  Away,”  the  band  have 
made  a  habit  of  putting  slower, 
ballad-type  songs  on  their  albums, 
but  the  lack  of  such  a  track  on  this 
release  is  conspicuous.  Again, 
however,  I  do  feel  like  that  helps 
to  add  to  the  overall  flow  of  the 
album  not  having  one.  Overall,  a 
perfectly  fine  release  for  fans  of 
the  band  and  nothing  on  the  disc 
is  too  out  there  that  even  casual 
listeners  of  music  couldn’t  enjoy 
it.
